IRA EUGENE MdNROE 


After many months of su ffering 
and lingering near death, the life of 
Ira Eu gene Mclnroe came to a close 
on Monday , May 7 , at 11:15 P. M. 
in the Stamford Sanitariu m. 
Mr. Mclnroe was born Nov . 17 , 
19 04, in Erath Cou nty , a son of Mr. 
and Mrs. G. B. Mclnroe. At the time 
of death, he was 40 y ears, 5 months 
and 20 day s of age. 
His early life was spent in Erath 
Cou nty , where he receiv ed most of 
his edu cation and became a promi­ 
nent and popu lar teacher, lov ed and 
esteemed by all who knew him. 
In Au gu st of 19 40, Mr. Mclnroe 
and his family came to the Flat Top 
commu nity , where he and his wife 
tau ght school for two y ears. To meet 
Eu gene Mclnroe was to know him. 
He had a v ery pleasing personality , 
a friend-maker with all whom he 
met. He was dev oted to his Christ­ 
ian faith and liv ed and tau ght it in 
all his walks of life. Su ch a man 
soon endeared himself to the people 
of his commu nity becau se of his big 
heart and readiness to be of serv ice. 
He lov ed mu sic and was popu lar as 
a song leader and Christian worker. 
Other commu nities desired su ch a 
personality and the Swedonia school 
west of Hamlin asked that the Mc­ 
lnroe family make that commu nity 
their home. Mr. Mclnroe was start­ 
ing on his third y ear as principal of 
the Swedonia school, when on Nov . 
28 , 19 44, in the midst of what seem­ 
ed perfect health, while talking with 
friends, a terrible pain stru ck his 
brain and for a long time it seemed 
the end was at hand. He was taken 
to a brain specialist in Fort Worth 
and ev ery thing possible was done for 
his recov ery . He longed to retu rn 
home, and on March 2, 19 45, he was 
permitted to 
leav e 
the immediate 
presence of a specialist and came 
back to the Swedonia home on March 
12, remaining u nder constant atten­ 
tion of a phy sician from the Stam­ 
ford Hospital, He was carried to the 
Stamford Hospital on April 27 and 
gradu ally

Mr. Mclnroe became a Christian 
at the age of 19 and joined the 
Methodist Chu rch, and as the y ears 
passed, his joy in Christian serv ice 
increased. He gav e messages in song, 
serv ed as a Bible teacher, and was 
Su nday 
School su perintendent. He 
lov ed boy s and girls and was a Boy 
Scou t Master. He was a member of 
the Hamlin Masonic Ledge.

T he Christia n H o m e 
(Co ntinued Fj-o m Last Week) 


THE WOMAN AND THE HOME 


Wo man was created by Go d to meet a need which aro se in 
the life o f man. The reaso n fo r her creatio n is given in Gen. 2:18 . 
“And the Lo rd Go d said, It is no t go o d that man sho ult be alo ne; 
I will make an help meet fo r him." The wo rd “meet" in this pas­ 
sage means suitable. Go d then created wo man as a suitable co m­ 
panio n o f man. 


The circumstances which resulted in the creatio n o f wo man 
suggest her functio n— namely , to be the co mpanio n and co -wo rker 
o f man. Paul, in I Co r. 11:8 -9 , makes this clear: “Fo r the man is 
no t o f wo man; but the wo man o f the man. Neither was the man 
created fo r the wo man, but the wo man fo r the man." Wo man finds 
her greatest usefulness as the co mpanio n and helper o f man. It is 
in this wo rk that she can give fullest ex pressio n to her natural 
abilities and peculiar po wers, being especially eq uipped by nature 
to serve as the co mrade o f man. 


This do es no t mean that wo man is in any sense a servant o r 
a slave o f man. Instead, wo man was the final and finest o f Go d’s 
creatio n, the climax o f his handiwo rk, and the masterpiece o f his 
creative skill. Wo man at her best surpasses any o ther creature o n 
the earth in beauty , charm, tenderness, and virtue. 


Highly significant also is the fact that wo man was taken fro m 
man’s side. So me o ne has said: “Go d did no t take wo man fro m 
man’s head that she might rule o ver him, no r y et fro m man’s feet 
that he might trample upo n her. Go d to o k wo man fro m man’s side 
that she might be his co mpanio n and helper thro ugho ut life.’’ Fro m 
man’s side she was taken, and by man’s side her highest usefulness 
can be o btained, her sweetest jo y s realized. 


Since Go d made wo man especially fo r man, her value to him 
is inestimable. The wise So lo mo n who had much ex perience in such 
matters, made this o bservatio n: “Who so findeth a wife findeth a 
go o d thing, and o btaineth favo ur o f the Lo rd." (Pro v. 18 :22) Again 
the same sage o f Israel said: “A prudent wife is fro m the Lo rd." 
(Pro v. 19 :14) This is literally true, fo r Go d made wo man fo r man. 
Man, therefo re, can have no mo re (valuable po ssessio n than a go o d 
wife. 


The Bible clearly o utlines the place o f wo man with relatio n 
to her husband. The wife is definitely co mmanded to be submissive 
to her husband. 
Paul, in Eph. 5:22, co mmands, “Wives, submit 
y o urselves unto y o ur o wn husbands, as unto the Lo rd." In Co l. 3:18 
the apo stle repeats the same co mmand in almo st identical wo rds: 
“Wives, submit y o urselves unto y o ur o wn husbands, as it is fit in 
the Lo rd." The apo stle Peter teaches the same lesso n, adding the 
reaso n fo r wo man’s submissio n: “Likewise, y e wives, be in sub­ 
jectio n to y o ur o wn husbands; that, if any o bey no t the wo rd, they 
also may witho ut the wo rd be wo n by the co nversatio n o f the 
wives; while they beho ld y o ur chast co nversatio n co upled with fear." 
(I Pet. 3:1-2) Ho wever, it sho uld be immediately added that Peter 
co mmands husbands to deal tenderly with their wives: “Likewise, 
y e husband, dwell with them acco rding to kno wledge, giving ho no ur 
unto the wife, as unto th e‘weaker vessel, and as. being heirs to ­ 
gether o f the grace o f life; that y o ur pray ers be no t hindered." 
(I Pet. 3:7 ) 


The feminine q ualities o f beauty and charm with which Go d 
has endo wed wo man do no t well eq uip her to be a bo ss o r a ruler. 
To do these things well she needs the ro ugher virtues o f man. Co n­ 
seq uently , when she tries her hand in these fields she either lo ses 
her distinctly feminine lo veliness by beco ming mannish o r fails 
co mpletely as a ruler. This do es no t mean that wo man is inferio r 
to man. It o nly means that she is different fro m man. 


Wo man’s natural endo wments enable her to be supreme in 
making a ho me. In this field she has no eq ual. The to uch o f a 
wo man’s hand can transfo rm a lo wly co ttage into a haven o f bliss. 
No ne kno ws the truth o f this statement better than tho se families 
which have suffered the lo ss o f a go o d wife and mo ther. Older 
wo men are to teach the y o unger wo men to develo p tho se q ualities 
essential to keeping a Christian ho me. Faul, in his letter to Titus, 
gives this instructio n: “The aged wo men. . .te ^ h the y o ung wo men 
to be so ber, to lo ve their husbands, 
to lo ve their children, to be 
discreet, chaste, keepers at ho me, go o d, o bedient to their o wn hus­ 
bands, that the wo rd o f Go d be no t blasphemed." (Tit. 2:3-5). 


There are many wives who destro y the very happiness in 
their ho mes which Go d intended fo r them to keep. The nagging 
wife, the slo venly ho use keeper, the gadabo ut, and o ther similar 
ty pes ex plain why so many men seek co mpanio nship away fro m 
[-ho me. There is much mo re to keeping a ho me than dry ing the 
jdishes, sweeping the flo o r, and co o king the meals. An atmo sphere 
lo f lo ve, cheerfulness, and genuine friendliness must be maintained. 
|This is largely the wife’s respo nsibility . Wives, make y o ur ho me 
^cheerful and bright, tidy , but never stiff; keep its do o rs o pen to 
ly o ur husband’s friends 
and the play mates o f y o ur children, and 
y o u will seldo m have o ccasio n to wo nder where y o ur husband and 
children are.
